A shopkeeper who buys goods. 
without a monufacturer’s warranty 
is taking unnecessary risks. 





This was the message 
given to Mrs. Joyce 
Horsey in Williamstown’ 
Court last Thursday: 

Mrs. Horsey was 
charged with selling 
adulterated dried apricots 
at a health food store in 
Ferguson Street, Williams- 
town, on September 5. 

Health inspector Max- 
well Stock bought apricots 
at the shop. He said 
analysis showed that they 
contained more than the 
permitted amount of pre- 
servatives: i

but later she recalled that 
a manufacturer in South 
Australia supplied them.
